Sir Gilbert Parker Telia of Work 
Accomphahed Since War Began ^ 
In a recent article Sir Gilbert Far*' 
kcr tells, in the following sentences, 
of a few things that Great Britain 
has done since Augiut, 1914. 

I Great Britain has, in fact, provided 
an army and navy personnel of nearly 
5,000.000 and has trebled the per¬ 
sonnel of her flecL Could any other 
nation in the world furnish over 4,- 
000,UU0 men on a voluntary basis, as 
Great Britain bM done? 

Americana should understand that 
it is not alone io the field of battle 
that Great Britain has proved its 
capacity for organization. It has 
proved it in the civil field. It has 
nationalized the railways of the coun¬ 
try and baa protected the regular 
dividends. It secured the sugar crop 
of the world at the very beginning 
ol the war. through which sugar is 
cheaper today in Ureal Britain than 
in the United States, and at the same 
time has got out of it a revenue of 
nearly $J4.000.00a 
ll rescued the British people from 
being done by meat trusts by seizing 
all ships which could carry chilled 
meat and, having the ships, could 

S et her meat on fair terms, and has 
one so—50,000 tons a month (or 
Great Britain and France, and 10,(XK) 
for Italy. 

Those who think that Great Brit¬ 
ain has either not done much, or not 
as much m she ought to have done 
in this war base their remarks on 
their ignorance, rather than on ac¬ 
tual knowledge. 

An Effective Shell 

Preach Put lato Service the Oreateet 
WMpoa of the War 

A new shell just put in service Is 
expected to give the French, already 
the champion artillerymen of the 
world, a leadcf^ip that will probably 
not be overtaken in ibis war. Whe¬ 
ther the new explosives are being 
used in the Somme offensive is not 
known. 

"Fragmentation" is the big word 
in France today in artillery circles. 
With the greatest and most effective 
gun in the world they sought also a 
shell that would be as ur above 
other shells as their artillery was 
above the average. To get a shell 
of high fragmentation was their ob* 
iect; a shelT that would stand firing 
but that would break io the greatest 
possible number of pieces when it ex¬ 
ploded at the end of its flight. 

“If you can get a piece of shell as 
big as the point of a pin head into 
the liver of an enemy soldier you’ve 
pul him out," Mid a great French 
artilleryman. 

To gel such a shell has Involved 
an intneate study of hardening, duc¬ 
tility and all the other aspects of the 
treatment of metal. 

Not long ago on a testing ground 
In France, the new shell was tried. 
It was placed on a heavy steel bar¬ 
rel, buried in the earth. After a mas¬ 
sive steel cover had been placed on 
the barrel the shell was discharged 
by electricity. The fragments that 
were found in the barrel were count¬ 
ed. They numbered 2,000. 

Early in the srar the Germans, 
seeking high fragmentation, a^ be¬ 
lieved to have tried glass khclls. 
Powdered glass was found after ex¬ 
plosion of German shells on both the 
rrench and British lines. The Ger¬ 
mans, howeveif discovered that glass 
was so brittle that it was minutely 
povrdered by the high explosives and 
rendered harmless m a Btasilt.

WHAT TO DO WITH 

THE SCREENINGS 

What to do with thescreeninKS 
I that ifo to make a part of the 
grain as it comes from the thresh¬ 
ing machine is discussed by the 
‘Farmers Advocate’. Itsays;- 

"Recently we saw a threahing 
outfit at work, the wheat was de¬ 
livered at the elevator from the 
machine and was being docked 
from five .to ten per cent for 
shrunken wheat, weed leed and | 
thrash. This elevator had no' 
cleaner and it would be necessary | 
to ship the screenings contained 
in this wheat to the mill or ter¬ 
minal elevator and freight paid 
on same. From the time the 
screen! nga leave the machine 
with the wheat they are a bur¬ 
den that the wheal must carry, 
and it should be apparent that,if 
possible, the threshing machine 
should be the point of aeparation- 
but this is the matter for our 
readers to diacuas. What we 
would suggest is this From a 
general knowledge of the attitude 
of many farmers we are satisfied 
that they are not ready to pay for 
the separation of wheat, and 
screenings at this point. While 
they are willing to pay five or ten 
cents a buahel for the screenings 
that are threshed into the wagon 
box or bin with the wheat, they 
are not ready to pay for thresh¬ 
ing the screenings dumped on 
the ground. The result is that 
the thresher takes the easier 
and more profitable course and 
!• '.-i the screenings go with the 
wheat Not until farmers rec- 
I ognise that screenings are a coat 
against the wheat from the time 
of threahing until they reach the 
terminal elevator, and not until 
they are ready to pay a fair price 
for the separation of these seeds 
at the threshing machine, are we 
likely to have a reduction in the 
screening trade, that has caused 
so much discussion in the past 
few years. But lust gs soon as 
they are are ready to make a 
fair payment for these services, 
just so soon will threshing oper¬ 
ators begin to take an interest in 
separating these seeds and thresh 
ing machine ' manufacturers in 
perfecting a machine that will 
better separate weed seed and 
and other thresh from the wheat

Tbe result' was 
the destruction of veins of clay or 
rock in such s manner that the sur¬ 
face water soon disappeared into the 
earth.

Great Britain Making 

SappUea for AlUra 

Minime r of Munitiooa Tells of the 
Oreai locreaae in Britiah 
Output 

Reviewif^ the jyork of the govern¬ 
ment munitions department in the 
House of Commons. Edwin Sam 
Monugue, Minister of Munitions, af¬ 
ter telling of the iroroenac increase 
in output in all kinds of guns and 
munitions, informed the House that 
Ml rifles and machine guns were be¬ 
ing supplied from borne factories. 
The artillery had during the recent 
fighting acquitted itself to the ent!rc 
satisfaction of the British army and 
had won the praise of the French 
Ministry of Munitions. This state¬ 
ment, be added, was particularly true 
of Ihe heavy guns and nowitscca. 

Mr. Montague said that half of the 
engineering resources of the country 
are required for the navy. Very 
shortly Great Britain, be said, would 
have provided for her own require- 
menu and be able to devote herself 
exclusively to the wants of her allies 
in regard to machine guns. Already, 
he said, the ifsa aenmng large am¬ 
ounts of guns and ammunition to her 
allies; was sending to France one- 
third of her production of shell steel 
and transferring to her allies meula 
necessary for muniiioos. 

The production of heavy aheUa, 
said the minister, was now 94 per 
cent, greater than in 1914. ‘There was 
now ueiug pioduceU ia foui «Uya, he 
declared, as much bowiUer ammuni¬ 
tion as was produced during the 
whole of last year, while there were 
being turned out every month arf, 
many heavy guns as were in exist¬ 
ence when the Ministry of Munition! 
was formed, and this number would 
soon be nearly doubled. 

The output of machine ^nt had 


ine output of machine ^nt had 
increased lourtecnfold, contmued the 
minister, and there could be turned 
out in four weeks aa many aa existed 
at Che formation of the Ministry. Hie 
output of high explosives was sixty 
limes ss great as a year ago, but the 
amount required was 11,000 to 12,000 
as great as at the beginning of the 
vmr. 'The output of heavy ammuni¬ 
tion, however, now covered Ihe ex¬ 
penditure. 

Referring to German press reports 
that the present offensive had made 
irreparable Inroads upon the Allies' 
stocks of ammunition. Mr. Montague 
said it was true that the last month’s 
expenditure of ammunition was more 
than double the amount than would 
have been considered adequate eight 
months ago. and that in the week 
preceding the July offensive the 
amount of ammunition consumed ex¬ 
ceeded the entire British production 
during the first eleven months of war. 

Saline Irri^tion 

To Heal Wounda 


New Methods Are Adopted la the 
Military Hoepiials of 
Britain 

Surgical dressings, says The Lan¬ 
cet, arc now things of the past. 
Wounded soldiers in militarv hospi¬ 
tals are being treated by "saline irri¬ 
gation," as the doctors call it. re¬ 
cently invented by Sir Almroih 
Wright. This saline irrigation con¬ 
sists of a solution of warm water 
with from five to ten per cent of sail 
in it. It can be kept at a normal 
standard of warmth in an ordinary 
Thermos flask, suspended above the 
bed, with a rubber tube conveyinq 
the fluid to a small glass tube. 

The officer in question, who has 
been treating wounded bluejackets 
from the battle of Jutland, told the 
writer: "We on no account xpply n 
dressing. Surgical dressings—lint, 
bandage and wool — are not being 
used, except, of course, daring the 
transportation of a wounded soldier 
from the field of battle, when his 
wound must be covered up in the c^d 
wy with lint and antiseptics. 

*^ake, for instance, the case 1 hive 
here of a soldier who has a severe 
shrapnel wound in the knee. You 
see that, while the bedclothes arc 
arranged in the usual way over the 
upper part of his bodv. a sort of 
’cradle' is formed over the lower part 
so ss to keep the wound quite clear 
from any possibility of coouct with 
the coverings. Here the salt water 
is tricklioc down all the time, drop 
by drop, from the glsis tube on to 
the woun^ running day and ni^bt 
without intermission, and carrying 
off the poison from the wound and! 
helping to cleanse and heal it." 

The "saline irrigation" undertakes 
to clean up and heat roost septic 
wounds in three or four days. The 
salt penetrates the seat of the pois¬ 
oning and carries it off. 

Sir Almroth Wright says of It: 
"The salt draws out from the infect¬ 
ed tissues the lymph which has spent 
all its power of resistance to the 
poisonous bacteria, while it draws 
into the tissue from the blood stream 
the lymph which Is the enemy of the 
microbe." 

On the other hand. Sir Almroth 
argues that the ordinary dressing in¬ 
clines to become a barrier to the 
free discharge of lymph from the 
wound, though it ia contrary to truth 
to say that nurses allow dressings 4o 
stick and cause bleeding oq removal. 

"As regards bums.^ the doctor 
concluded, "the French have discov¬ 
ered a most efficacious method of 
spraying severe bums with paraffin."

In reports and records of the war 
there are few words more frequently 
met with than "salient." Yet as a 
noun it is quite modem, and is only 
to be found in the roost modern dic¬ 
tionaries. but as an adjective it was 
in use centuries ago in its original 
sense of "feaping."
